There are, however, some things that The Capital Times 


would like to say, in a kindly way and in no spirit of cnticism, 


!Bf the broader aspects of this whole question. 


We have in the city of Madison a number of organizations 


that are doing a splendid work along charity, religious and com- 
munity welfare lines. We have the Civics club, the Associated 
Charities, the Y. W. C. A. and others. 
Madison is indebted 


to them for what they have done and the workers in these or- 
ganizations have earned the gratitude of this community. 


It has always seemed to us, however, that our community 


welfare work is too much along CURATIVE lines and not 
enough along PREVENTIVE lines. 
The work is concerned 


with the FINISHED PRODUCT,—the broken home, the delin- 
quent girl, the illegitimate, child labor, drunkenness, divorce. 
We have often wished that the same admirable energy and tal- 
ent and time and work could be devoted to the PREVENTION 
OF CONDITIONS that bring broken and desolate homes, delin- 
quent children, divorce, wayward children and the like. 


Perhaps the greatest cause of, the conditions enumerated is 


low wages. Where wages are low there are more broken homes, 
more delinquency, divorce and like eveils than in communities 
where wages are high. Unpaid grocery bills, unpaid rent, un- 
paid doctor bills have been the starting point of many a domes- 
tic tragedy. Wherever wages are low the need for charity is 
correspondingly higher. Wherever wages are low the general 
community vitality is lower than in higher wage communities. 


A struggle is now going on in the city of Madison that will 


determine whether this is to be a high or a low wage town. As 
we have so frequently pointed out, that is a question that con- 
cerns not only the strikers who are out but it concerns everyone j 
who has the interests of this community at heart. It concerns 
the Civics club and the Associated Charities and the Y. W. C. A. 
and the ministers and our welfare workers. 


The Civics club is aware, of course, that if wages were

How many of our welfare work- 
ers are taking a stand and demanding that the problems of 
tharity and crime and poverty be dealt with in a PREVENTIVE 
way by the application of living wage?

The needs for charity and welfare and domestic relations 


work are always greater in cities where the wages are low or 
where the people are being exploited. A six cent fare charged 
by a street railway company helps to add to the problems of 
charity'and welfare workers. High gas and electric rates add 
to the burdens of those who are helping the unifortunates. High 
prices on the necessities of life charged by profiteers who have 
no compunctions about exploiting the people bring people into 
court, bring the doctors into the homes and send the slip of char- 
ity'to these people.
